PROCEEDINGS    UNDER    THE    PACKERS    AND    STOCKYARDS    ACT 

— In  re  William  ISIurbach,  M.  B.  Callahan,  and  S.  E.  Donald, 
trading  and  doing  business  as  Murbacli,  Donald  &  Co.,  dealers,  Pittsburgh  Union 
Stock  Yards,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  Notice  of  inquiry  issued  February  25,  1929,  alleg- 
ing failure  to  comply  with  bonding  regulation.  Under  date  of  February  28, 
Samuel  E.  Donald  and  M.  B.  Callahan  acknowledged  service  of  the  order  of  in- 
quiry, admitted  the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things  therein  alleged,  and  waived 
a  hearing  thereon,  and  on  March  8,  William  Murbach  likewise  acknowledged  serv- 
ice of  said  order  of  inquiry,  admitted  the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things  therein 
alleged,  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  On  April  9,  1929,  respondents  were  or- 
dered to  cease  and  desist  from  doing  business  as  dealers  without  executing  and 
maintaining  a  reasonable  bond  to  suitable  trustees  to  secure  the  performance  of 
their  obligations  incurred  as  such  dealers.
